more prodding and probing, for which I welcomes suggestions from both of you and Jim S. 

You will note that the FBI has irrefutable proof that Ferric and Oswald did know 
each other, among other things. I take this to be rather persuasive corroboration! of 
the theory I began to develop .lien I read these things as I made these notes. 

What does this tell us about Lioboler? About whatever his real reasons were for 

not calling Ferrie. Who asked/persuaded him not to? Bid he do this on his own? 

Where are those "voluminous" files on Ferrie? 

I'll have to find time to compare tills with ray other strjff, esp. when Ferrie got in 
trouble at Ketoler, when L1K) was there, whether these times coincided or could have, etc.

I will 
ask you not to redistribute to anyone but Jim. Gary, on Ned, I'll want some good-faith 
evidence first. 


I think it is clear that there can be no legitimate reason for withholding most of 
this and the claim of protecting the innocent is hogwash in the light of what was, to 
official knowledge, both public and published, by the Commission and made freely available 
by it. The FBI knew what it was doing when it withheld this stuff. Mitchell's supporting 
Kleindienst ' s refusal to let me have it and then making it available provides real 
opportunities, but I think the first thing now is for me to find some way of financing 
getting 100/‘> of v;h . t was E±s5dfcEisa& dcclasified. Gary, I would take this as a good— faith 
evidence. 

What I haven't yet had time to think about is what there could have been between 
Ferrie and Oswald thatcaused Ferrie to flee, having a perfect alibi, if this is the reason 
for that trip. It makes more sense than anything else. That was hardly either a rest or 
a vacation. It was exactly the opposite. Does Martin sound so far out now? Even if he 
said everything attributed to him. 

Paul, if you or Jim have or have had time to make a list of those who could have had 
coinciding membership from the materials I sent, could that be good. Especially now. 

Or, do you think I am too optimistic? 

I think it significant that this material didn't go to the right name files in most 
cases, that where they had name files (Martin) they didn't out it all there, that with 
even those -who lived or travelled with Ferrie had no name files indicated, etc. 

Gotta stop. Like to hear from you soon.
